Flrat of all, the housekeeper who 
consulta this list of foods will prob- 
ably wish to know why these foods 
were selected and what their slgnifl- 
cance Is. Everyone knows that food 
contains fuel for the human machine. 
The find need for the average family 
described above has been estimated 
as SOU hundred-calorie portions per 
week. 

In onlcr that the diet should pro- 
vide what Is needed to maintain 
health, one-flfth of this needed fuel 
should come from vegetables and 
fruits, one-flfth from milk, meat, eggs, 
and other efflelent-proteln foods, three- 
tentlif from cereals, one-tenth from 
sweeta, and one-flfth from fats. This 
proportion has been mnintnined In the 
above lists, for 100 hundred-calorie 
portions are siipplled by fruits and 
vegetables; 100 hiindred-cnlorle por- 
tions by the efllclcnt-proteln foods; 
240 hundred-calorie portions by the 
cereal foods; 80 hundred-calorie por- 
tions by the sweets ; and 100 hundred- 
calorie portions by the fats. 

If a housekeeper does not wish to 
use Just these foods In Just these 
amounts, nnd wonders how the lists 
can he altered without interfering 
with the good proportions, she esn 
consult a table at the hack of the 
bulletin which gives practically all 
the common food materials divided 
Into the Ove classes mentioned nnd 
whieh shows the number of hundred- 
calorie portions per peck, per pound, 
or per qunrt ns the case mny demand. 
It should, therefore, he an easy mat- 
ter to make up other lists having the 
same proportions as the one given 
above. 

Many families will be different from 
the avenig(‘ family here described, 
but reference to a table given In the 
bulletin will make It possible to esti- 
mate the number of hundrod-cnlorte 
portions neciled by any group of per- 
sons.
